Bidwill Succeeds Butler 
The 32 COP state senators voted 
in a pre-session caucus Tuesday 
State Retires 
Last of Relief 
Bonds of 1930s 


SPRINGFIELD (IP - The state 
of Illinois today retired the last of 
the 50 million dollars in bonds it 
floated in the early 1930s to finance 
relief to those hit by the depres­ 
sion. 
State Treasurer Elmer J. Hoff­ 
man authorized final paymeip of 
principal 
and 
interest, 
which 
totaled $1,032,500. The money came 
from state gas tax collections. 
Retirement of the bonds means 
more gas tax money will be allot-! 
ted 
by the 
state 
to cities 
and 
counties 
— particularly 
Chicago 
and Cook County. 
The reason: Money to pay off 
the bonds has been taken from the 
amounts 
allotted 
to cities 
and 
counties from the gas tax, in pro­ 
portion to the sums they got for 
relief when the bonds were sold 
Chicago and 
Cook County, the 
m od populous area in Illinois, got 
a big chunk of the relief money 
so paying off the bonds hit their 
gas 
tax allotments 
more 
than 
downstate areas. 
The 50 million dollars was raised 
by two bond issues: One for 20 
million 
floated 
in 1932 
and the 
second for 30 
million issued 
in 
1934. 
Both were okayed by 
the 
voters by big majorities. 
The first bond issue carried 4'-/ 
per cent interest and was finally 
retired in 1944. 
Total interest was 
$5,494,000. 
The second issue bore Doyle Hedger’ Phillip Boren" Char- 
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mittee on committees.

States must be strongly prepared 
for as long as 50 years to fight a 
big war 
But

quickly that he hopes and prays it 
will not be necessary to carry the 
defense program forward on cur­ 
rent levels for so long a period. 
He made the statement at his 
news conference in response to 
questions about defense planning. 
The President also said the mil 
itary manpower reserve program 
outlined to Republican and Demo 
cratic congressional leaders Tues 
day is a far cry from universal 
military training 
He declined to go into detail, 
saying this will he done Friday at 
a Defense Department news con­ 
ference. 
Must Remain Strong 
Sources familiar with Tuesday’s 
White House briefing said Mr Els 
enhower has put a top priority 
label 
on his 
reserve 
program 
which, according to military ex 
perts, is a step in the direction of 
universal military training 
Mr 
Eisenhower, in a lengthy 
news conference exposition of cur­ 
rent defense theories in a changing 
world, emphasized that it would be 
| impossible to buy IOO per cent se 
curdy in every little corner of the 
world. 
But he said that for the forsee 
able future 50 years if necessary 
—the United States must prepare 
to remain strong and able to cope 
* w ith what a reporter referred to 
as “ a big war."

Taxes: He will ask Congress to 
extend corporation and certain ex­ 
cise sales taxes that are due to ex­ 
pire April I 
This is part of a pro­

American motorists drove with 
special caution today, trying to 
set a modern-day safety record on 
this “ S D Day.” but a rising num­ 
ber of deaths and injuries was re­ 
ported. 
Eleven persons were killed and 
171 injured in traffic smashups up 
to noon on the day which President 
Eisenhower and safety experts had 
hoped would pass without a single 
highway accident, death or injury. 
On a comparable day last year 
—Wednesday, Dec, 16—automobile 
accidents killed 60 persons and in­ 
jured 1,807 
A United Press “ test” tabulation 
last Wednesday recorded 67 deaths 
in traffic and an estimated 2,144 
injured. 
The recorded fatalities today in­ 
cluded two each in Mississippi and 
Ohio, and one each in Illinois, In­ 
diana, Massachusetts. Pennsylvan­ 
ia, South Carolina, Virginia and 
Wisconsin. 
Milwaukee Records First Fatality 
The first officially reported fa­ 
tality was recorded at tho Milwau­ 
kee county, Wis., .sheriff’s office 
at 12:23 a 
rn. when Adelbert J a ­ 
cobs Jr., 37, Waterford, Wis., was 
killed. Jacobs’ ear missed a curve 
and plunged off the pavement.

Ile was optimistic about pros­ 
pects for the farmer, bb th on a 
long and short range basis, and in 
cheated price problems would lie 
reduced as surpluses are gradually 
reduced 
“Government can and will play 
i part in helping agriculture adapt 
to new circumstances and condi­ 
tions, he said. “ By far the great'*!- 
part ol the job will be done by 
the farmers themselves. 
Urges .Minimum of Control 
Maximum 
progress 
will 
come 
only if agriculture is free and farm 
ors can make their own manage­ 
ment decisions on their own farms 
with a very minimum of govern 
inent regulation and control. 
“Our (.instant objective is to do 
what is best for farmers and what 
is fair to all of our people. 
In the 
long run, what is good for agricul 
tun* is also good for America.’’ 
Ile said the Agricultural Act ol 
1954, passed by the 83rd Congress, 
is a move toward price flexibility 
and greater freedom of operation. 
Ile said he believed farmers must 
be prepared to accept the normal 
risks which go with fanning, “just 
as the butcher, the baker and the 
candlestick maker must reconcile 
themselves 
to 
the 
uncertainties 
which go with their chosen occupa 
lions.” 
I he secretary of agriculture call­ 
ed the new agricultural act 'basic 
legislation” which will help to point 
agricultural economy in the right 
direction—“toward better balanced 
production, greater individual free­ 
dom for farmers and a higher level 
of prosperity built upon expanding 
peace-time markets, rather than up 
on the shitting sands of war and 
inflation.” 
Benson said the outlook for the 
year ahead was good both for agri 
culture and the nation as a whole

SPRINGFIELD ti?1 — Seventeen 
highway intersections today were 
tabbed the most “ accident prone” 
in Illinois. 
State engineers have compiled 
the ratings from figures on col 
barons that have occurred at toy ti 
way corners over a three sear per 
fed 
Topping the list was the crossing 
of IU. 72 and 59, in northwestern 
Cook county not far from Elgin 
This corner had a rating of 8 2 
accidents per 100.000 vehicles — 
the highest for any highway inter­ 
section in Illinois. 
The spot where III. 83 and G8 
cross in northern Cook county was 
second with 7 6, followed by 
111 
120 and 42A west of Waukegan 
with 7.3. 
Outside the Chicago area, the 
Intersection of U. S GG and III 47 
at Dwight had the highest accident 
figure—6 9. 
Engineers for the State Highway 
Division keep tabs on the figures 
for collisions on a three year basis 
These averages, recently compiled. 
cover 1951-53 
When 1954 figures are complete, 
they will be combined with those 
for 1952 and 1953, to see what 
changes have occurred 
Engineers Study Case Histories 
District engineers 
are notified 
about changes in racings of inter 
sections in their areas S om etim es 
they’re sent a diagram of a corner, 
thawing exactly how 
and where 
each accident occurred. 
The district engineers in turn 
check the crossings, and use the 
data as a guide in determining 
priority for making improvements 
The Highw ay Division said that 
While the statistics reflect the num­ 
ber of accidents at a given corner, 
you can’t draw “ too fast conche 
cions“ from them 
Sometimes engineers find they 
Can make physical changes that 
wiU cut down hazards—occasional 
ly as simple as felling a tree that 
blocks vision 
In other cases, it may take trial 
and error to find w hat’s needed 
maybe traffic signals, or a reduced 
tpeed zone, or a design change 
And in some instances, no ap­ 
parent reason can be found for a 
high collision rate It isn t unusual, 
engineers said, for the rate at an 
intersection to drop sharply with 
out any changes.
